WASHINGTON, March 9 (AP)

000,000, and 33 other vessels, 
including three atom-powered 
submarines.

conversion and modernization of 
28 ships, including six carriers 
to be fitted with canted decks, 
and a light cruiser and destroyer 
to be made into guided missile 
ships. ; 

(The United Press said mem- 
bers voted, 19 to 3, to name the 
new Forrestal class supercarrier 
the “U.S.S. Congress.” Vinson 
ruled out of order a proposal by 
Republican Representatives

his honor.)

LONDON, March 9 (AP)— 
Royal Air Force pilots may soon 
be able to parachute to safety 
from a plane that goes haywire 
while speeding along on the 
ground or at a low level. 

The Society of British Air- 
craft Constructors today told 
about a new lightweight safety 
ejection seat for planes in its 
weekly news letter: — 

“Parachuting to safety -even 


from zero feet—for years this 
has been an unattainable dream 
of pilots taking off for low-level 


bombing or ground-strafing mis- 
sions. Now the dream is coming 
true.” 

The society reported that the 
device was successfully tested a 
few days ago using a dummy pi- 
lot in the rear seat of a 600-mile- 
an-hour jet fighter. The 66- 
pound ejection seat was fired as 
the plane raced along an airfield 
runway at 100 miles an hour.

Clarence Hilliard, who has 
been in jail almost four years, 
was acquitted of a burglary 


charge yesterday in circuit court | d 


at Belleville, the final hurdle in 
his fight for freedom. Previously 
the Illinois Supreme Court had 
reversed a murder conviction 
against him. 
Hilliard, Negro, 112 South 
Main street, East St. Louis, has 


contended that he was beaten 
and tortured by East St. Louis 
police until he signed statements 
admitting the murder of Walter 
White, bus line ticket agent, in 
a $115 holdup in East St. Louis 
May 28,1951, and admitting the 
burglary of a tavern in East 
St. Louis July 9, 1951. 


The State Supreme Court in 
reversing the murder conviction 
criticized East St. Louis police 
for “third-degree” methods in 
obtaining written confessions. 

This criticism and Hilliard’s 
denial of the burglary played a 
key role in his acquittal yester- 
ay. 

George Glade, watchman at 
the tavern, testified Hilliard was 
the burglar who shot and 
wounded him in the tavern 
when Glade surprised the bur- 
glar in the place. East St. Louis 
police testified Hilliard willing-

Dupree Davis, East St. Louis 
attorney and former assistant

Davis said he was dismissed 
from his job two days later by 
State’s Attorney Richard  T. 
Carter. Carter denied firing 
Davis, saying he left the state's 
attorney's office of his own voli- 
tion. 

The jury in yesterday's case 


deliberated three hours before 
returning a verdict of acquittal. 
Hilliard was in jail almost four 
years because he was unable to 
make bond, pending the bur- 
glary trial.

These three nations are not 
themselves members of the Ma- 
nila pact, but their territories 
are covered by the Manila: pact. 
In each of these countries, I 
found leaders of great ability 
and of patriotic dedication to the 
independence of their country, 
Also, they well realize the dan- 
ger to their independence that 
comes from subversion insp 
by international Communism. 

I have already spoken of the 
task, in Laos, of suppressing 
subversion in two provinces. 

Ex-King Patriotic. 

In Cambodia, the King — now 
ex-king — is passionately patri- 
otic. His recent abdication was, 
I believe, due to a desire to find 
better ways to help his people 
to. preserve the freedom he so 
ardently seeks for them. 

The greatest problems con- 
front the free government of 
Viet Nam. It has the task of 
devéloping an efficient govern- 
ment of its own in substitution 
for French rule. This task, dif- 
ficult enough under any condi- 
tions, is now complicated by 
three abnormal problems. 

There. is the problem of ab- 
sorbing and resettling the re- 
fugees from the north. As al- 
ways, when International com- 
munism moves in, those who 
love liberty move out, if they 
can. So far, about 600,000 per- 
sons have fled from Northern 
Viet Nam, and before the exodus 
is over, the number of refugees 
will probably approach 1,000,000. 
It is not easy for Southern Viet 
Nam fo absorb these new peo- 
ples. They are destitute and 
penniless persons with only such

The Manila paet.represents not 
only enlightened self-interest, 
but also high ideals. These are 
expressed in the Pacific charter, 
a document inspired by Presi- 
dent Magsaysay which was signed 
with the Manila pact: That 
charter deals with political inde- 
pendence and economic progress 
and social well-being: 

Three of the Asian parties to 
the Pacific charter, Pakistan, the 
Philippines and Thailand, may 
shortly .be meeting with other 
Asian countries at a so-called 
“Afro-Asian conference.” So, 
our conference at Bangkok sent 
a message of cordial greeting to 
this Afro-Asian conference, and 
we expressed the hope that it 
will support and reinforce the 
ideals so nobly expressed in the 
Pacific charter.

In July of this year, conversa- 
tions are scheduled to begin be- 
tween south. and north looking 
toward elections in 1956 to 
unify Viet Nam. Under the terms 
of the armistice, these elections 
are to be held under conditions 
of freedom. There can be little 
doubt but what most of the peo- 
ple of Viet Nam will want to 
unite under a genuinely inde- 
pendent and democratic govern- 
ment. In the north there is great 
discontent with Communist des- 
potism. For each one of the 
many who have actually filed 
south to find freedom, there are 
many more who want freedom. 
Also, economic conditions in the 
north are deplorable and in 
many localities there is near 
starvation. 

It will, however, be hard to 
create in the north conditions 
which allow genuine freedom of 
choice. 

In Northern Korea and in 
Eastern Germany the Commun- 
ists stubbornly to permit 
the free elections which would 
bring unification. We hope this 
pattern will not be repeated by 
the Communist Vietminh. 

I was much impressed by 
Prime Minister Diem. He is a 
true patriot, dedicated to, inde- 
pendence and to the enjoyment 
by his people of political and 
religious freedoms. He now has 
a program for agricultural re- 
form. If it is effectively execut- 
ed, it will both assist in the re- 
settlement of the refugees and 
provide his country with a 
sounder agricultural system. I 
am convinced that his govern- 
ment deserves the support which 
the United States is giving to 
help to create an efficient, loyal 
military force and sounder eco- 
nomic conditions. 

Two Visits to Manila. 

I stopped at Manila on both 
my outgoing and homecoming 
trips. Both times I talked with 


My last stop was at Formosa, 
where I conferred with President 
Chiang Kai-Shek, Foreign Min- 
ister e Yeh and other 
members the government.

“It’s hard to say if these in- 
‘creases would result in greater 
equality of assessment,” he said. 

Farm lands, he added, were 
generally assessed at a lower 
percentage of real value than 
urban property and there was a 
further complication in the fact 
that some farm real estate which 
has been converted to urban 
use—residential or industrial— 
has not been reassessed in all 
cases. He also said some older 
homes in the county perhaps 
should be re-assessed at a lower 
figure 


Complete Survey Needed. 


The only way to handle the 
situation, he concluded, was to 
make a complete re-assessment 
of county real estate in order to 
eliminate any inequalities and 
then, if necessary, to apply an 
across-the-board increase to 
bring the over-all figure into 
line with the commission’s order. 

Deuser explained that present 
assessment methods employ a 
formula for ascertaining the 
théoretical reproduction cost of 
buildings, based upon construc- 
tion costs in the period 1942- 
46. When the theoretical re- 
production cost is ascertained, 
the assessment is based upon 44 
per cent of that figure. 

In the case of residential 
property this works out at about 
20 per cent of present-day mar- 
ket value and in the case of 
commercial property at about 30 
per cent of construction cost.

' Last fall while United States rep- 


resentatives were present, they 
could make no pledge since in the 
Senate it was specifically stated 
that no commitment should be 
made until Congress had_ re- 
viewed the program again. Con- 
gress appropriates, of course, for 
a fiscal year which runs from 
July 1 to June 30. 

The annual American contri- 
bution, averaging in recent years 
about $13,000,000, is half of the 
total, but if local contributions 
to the respective programs are 
included, the United States con- 
tribution comes out to only 22 
per cent of all the funds spent. 
The $8,000,000 now urgently 
sought is to keep the projects 
going for the first half of this 
year. It weuld be necessary to 
go back to Congress for addi- 
tional for the latter half 
ofthe year. 

Strong support for the pro- 
gram has come from various 
quarters with responsible Amer- 
icans testifying to how much 
good it does for the relatively 
simall amounts of money ex- 
pended. One of the witnesses 
befdbre a Senate committee con- 
sidering technical assistance pro- 
grams was Henry Ford II, who 
was a member of the American 
delegation to the U.N. in 1953. 

American Specialists Help. 

‘Ford pointed out that more 
than’ 4000 specialists, of whom 
moré than 20 per cent were 
Americans, have gone out to 
work- on such projects as dis- 
ease ‘control, education, public 
adtministration and the improve- 
meént of agriculture. These proj- 
ects involve very little capital 


of the U.N. technical assistance 


investment and most of the 
money goes for instruction and 
demonstration at the grass roots. 

“We have had a predominant 
role in a program that probably 
means more to the underdevel- 
oped people than any other 
single effort of international co- 
operation in history,” Ford told 
the Senators. “I can’t imagine 
any similar undertaking where 
the United States would receive 
so much good will for so little. 

Similar testimony came from 
Wallace J. Campbell of the Co- 
operative League of the United 
States .of America. He pointed 
out that 13 nations had increased 
their contributions this year. In 
his testimony Ford recommended 
that the U.N. assistance program 
be slowly but steadily expanded 
until it reaches a size of about 
$50,000,000 a year. Like other 
witnesses, however, he said he 
did not believe that all American 
technical assistance should be 
turned over to the U.N. The 
United States’s contribution is 
only a small part of what this 
country spends on assistance 
programs. 

Until two years ago, Soviet 
Russia had no part in U.N. tech- 
nical assistance, but in 1953 
Russia and several of the satel- 
lites made contributions. They 
had apparently realized how ef- 
féctive the program was in un- 
derdeveloped areas. This means 
that Soviet experts can “be sent 
into countries which have spe- 
cifically agreed to accept them. 
In his statement, Ford said that 
we should never be afraid of 
letting the Free World see So- 


me 
defaults, the Communists will 
set out to capture the program 
and put it on a basis of rubles 
rather than dollars. In their 
propaganda they would certainly 
capitalize on American failure; 
and it would take very little 
effort on their part since in each 
of the 60 or more countries 
where the U.N. operates, it 
would inevitably be known that 
American failure to contribute 
had called a halt to the work 
in progress.

Friday is city primary day and every regis- 
tered voter in St. Louis ought to go to the. polls 
and do his civic duty. The aldermanic primary 
races are in only half the wards—the even-num- 
bered—but there are two important matters that 
will be before the voters in every precinct. 

These are, first, the referendum on maintain- 
ing the public school levy at its present rate 
and, second, the selection of nominees for 
President of the Board of Aldermen. 

The decision on the publie school levy could 
hardly be plainer. It is to vote: Yes. No tax in- 
crease is either contemplated or possible because 
of a favorable vote. The proposition needs to 
carry for the school levy to remain where it is. 
Failure of the proposal would be a serious blow 
to public education in St, Louis. 

Sinee Aldermanic Board President Charles 
Albanese is unopposed for the Republican nomi- 
nation to succeed himself, the primary contest 
is on the Democratic ticket. Here the candidates 
aré Alderman A. J. Cervantes of the Fifteenth 
Ward and Donald Gunn, former Collector of 
Internal Revenue. 

When the municipal election is held April 5, 
the voters may re-elect Mr. Albanese for a 
third term. Or they may decide to replace Mr. 
Albanese with a Democrat. As they may do the 
latter, it is important that the Democratic voters 
choose wisely between Mr. Gunn and Mr. Cer- 
vantes this Friday, 

An Alderman for six years, Mr. Cervantes has 
since 1951 voted 48 times to over-ride mayoral 
vetoes of the evil spot-zoning ordinances. He 
has some good entries in his record, such as 
support of the city earnings tax, the city bond 
issue, fluoridation of water and extension of the 
Third Street Inter-regional Expressway. 

But Mr. Cervantes’s almost unbroken subservi- 
ence to the vicious practice of “aldermanie cour- 
tesy” means that he has made it his business to 
favor petty, selfish demands of individuals over 
the welfare of entire neighborhoods. 

Mr. Gunn, on the other hand, supperts the 
bond issue, favors a Board of Freeholders to 
draft a new City Charter, building code revision, 
slum clearance, expressways, off-street parking 
and other needed improvements, but all without 
the ruinous blight of spot zoning. He says frank- 
ly that zoning proposals should be submitted to 
the City Plan Commission and that its views in 
turn ought to be given great weight in the city’s 
best interests. He strongly oppeses the back- 
scratching evil that so-called “aldermanic cour- 
tesy” has set loose in the city. 

Mr. Cervantes has energy. He has won the 
“outstanding young man of the year award” of 
the Junior Chamber of Commerce. These are to 
his credit, but they do not cancel out his partici- 
pation in the plague that is ruining St. Louis 
corner by corner, block by block. The Post- 
Dispatch thinks that the choice between former 
Collecter Gunn and Alderman Cervantes is clear. 
It is in favor of Mr. Gunn. 

As for the other aldermanic races, the most 
wholesome result would be the defeat of a half 
dozen or more of the sitting Aldermen, such as 
Democratic Anton Niemeyer of the Eighth Ward. 
Alderman Niemeyer has voted 52 times te over- 
ride Yetoes on spot zoning. He also heads the 
committee that has tied up Mayor Tucker’s pro- 
posal far a Board of Freeholders to draft a mod- 
ern City Charter. 

And so, to summarize, we think the city’s best 
interests would be served by: 

1. Voting YES on the School Levy. 

2. Nominating Donald Gunn.

A bill has been introduced in the Missouri 
Legislature to make the flowering dogwood the 
state’s “arboreal emblem.”

What Kind of Transit Survey? 
The Cify-Cotinty Transit Committee appointed 
by Mayor Tucker and Supervisor Matthews more 
than a month ago has held its first meeting. It 
elected officers, and then let it be known it 
would seek suggestions from various engineering 
firms.as to the type of transit survey needed here. 
This last will come as a surprise to more than 
a few people. They were under the impression 
that the survey was to be “comprehensive,” 
meaning it would be extensive, wide, large, full, 
complete and s@ on. That is the kind of survey 
which the Metropolitan Transit District would 
have, been required to undertake, and that is 
what Mr, Tucker and Mr. Matthews indicated 
they could do through a joint committee. 
The wording of the proposed Transit District 
plan was most explicit, requiring as it did a 
comprehensive survey of the mass public. 
transit or transportation needs of the Dis- 
trict, the facilities and service required to 
meet such needs and the estimated cost 
thereof, and the extent to which such facili- 
ties and service can be provided through 
private ownership and operation, through 


District (public) ownership er operation 

only, or through other means. 

This is the “type” of survey expected from 
the city-county committee. 
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Mental Hospitals in Expert Hands 

Some improvement in the care of the mentally 
ill in Missouri will be assured if the House ac- 
cepts the State Senate’s decision to put this 
problem in the control of a five-man commis- 
sion—at least three members to he doctors 
skilled in this field. This board would name a 
director of the division of mental diseases, an 


administrative officer bound by its judgment in ® 


the treatment of patients. 

The. Senate-proposed board also would set 
standards for state mental institutions, staff 
qualifications, programs of treatment and all 
other professional matters. Except that the Goy- 
ernor would appoint the commission members, 
the mental disease program thus would he in 
medical rather than political hands. Since the 
Senate approved this reorganization by a vote 
of 26 to 3, it should get most favorable consider- 
ation in the other chamber. 

A new and improved organization chart how- 
ever is just a beginning. Missouri’s mental insti- 
tutions need renovation and enlargement. Suit- 
able medical and nursing staffs must be re- 
cruited. And thought should be given to the 
proposed travelling clinics which—through early 
local attention—could keep down the demand

Neither are the Quemoy and 
Matsu islands that lie so close to the mainland 
that one is only five miles away. The Eden 
speech deserves careful, thoughtful reading in 
the Department of State. ‘ 
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Let Them Invest Cash 

If people are buying stocks for investment and 
not for speculation, what is wrong with requir- 
ing them toe pay cash? 

This is the fundamental question placed be- 
fore the Fulbright study of the steck market by 
Prof. John K. Galbraith of Harvard. His testi- 
mony was a refreshing contrast te that of the 
stock exchange officials who had seemed mainly 
interested in pushing the view that everything 
is lovely in Wall Street. 

Maybe everything is lovely from the stand- 
point of people who earn their living by stock 
trading, but Prof. Galbraith reminds us that a 
speculative beom and bust are still possible, to 
the injury of the nation at large, and that the 
time to stop such a cycle is in the early stages. 

He suggests that the time has come to put a 
brake on stock transactions for credit. Present 
margin requirements at 60 per cent permit a 
speculator—pardon us, investor—to buy $100 
worth of stecks with only $60 in cash. 

The 60 per cent requirement represents a 
slight rise over the 50 per cent which prevailed 
from February 1953 until last January, On the 
other hand, it is still below the level which was 
in force for nearly four years after the end of 
World War II and for two Korean war years. 

During those periods, margin requirements 
were 75 per cent or even 100 per cent, and it is 
difficult to answer why they should not be raised 
again if the stock beom continues. 

If the price of refrigerators and gutomobiles 
had risen during the past year ag sharply as the 
prices of stocks have risen, there would certainly 
be a justified demand for sharp curtailment of 
credit buying in those fields. Why net in stocks? 


Correetion 
Secretary of the Treasury Humphrey says he 
will urge Congress to corgeet a mistake in last 
year’s tax law. One provision allows some busi- 


. ness firms to take a tax deduction for reserve 


funds to meet certain estimated future expenses, 
and also allows them te deduct regular expenses. 
House Democrats charged that this double de- 
duction was a “windfall” whieh might cost the 
Government more than a billion dellars a year. 

Secretary Humphrey says this charge is gross- 
ly exaggerated, and that the provision was an 
“inadvertent error.” But it was an error, he con- 
cedes, and he offers no estimate of what it will 
cost. Nor is there any explanation as to how the 
error occurred.

bill ag a “monumental” overhaul of revenue 
laws. The bill was considered exhaustively. It 
had the benefit of months of research and advice 
by Seeretary Humphrey's Treasury experts. 

Maybe the mistake which nevertheless oc- 
curred in this law was not much of a mistake. 
But it was a mistake. 

The Secretary of the Treasury did not admit 
that much until the errer was pointed out to him 
and to the public. 
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30 Senators for Hell’s Canyon 

Thirty Senators have intreduced a bill calling 
for federal construction of the much argued- 
over Hell’s Canyon dam. The people of this re- 
gion may be proud that Senators Hennings and 
Symington of Missouri, Senator Douglas of Illi- 
nois and both Arkansas Senators—MeClellan 
and Fulbright—are among the sponsors, 

The Hell’s Canyon project is in line with the 
publie power policy which has prevailed virtual- 
ly since the end of World War I and which has 
been seriously threatened only in the present 
Administration. Hell's Canyon has been described 
as the last reasonable site for a great hydro- 
electric multiple purpose installation. Its poten- 
tial would be greatly reduced were the Admin- 
istration to permit the eonstruction of three 
small, privately-managed dams by that Idaho 
Power Co. This firm has its headquarters in 
Maine, so it hardly meets President Eisenhow- 
er’s test of regional interest. a 

Oregon's new Democrat, Senator Wayne 
Morse, has demonstrated the ever-growing de- 
mand for cheap power. He need have cited no 
more than the multiplying population of the 
United States. This means not only a greater 
call for the manifold services of electricity, but 
also a cry for the employment opportunities 
which can be offered by an industrial expansion 
made possible by cheap power. 

A stiff fight against the Hell’s Canyon dam is 
expected, but the Senate ought to be impressed 


by the fact that reughly one third of its mem- | 


bership backed the introduction of this bill. As 
Senator Neuberger suggests, the fight will be as 
historic as almost any of the battles to preserve 
natural resources for the nation’s needs, Since 
there has been a diminution ef resources, each 
succeeding struggle becomes more important. 
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Russia Is Rough on Workers

New Soviet budget stresses capital goods production, and U.S. 

Labor Department predicts new dislocation for Russian work- 
ers; they also face pay deductions for bonds bearing no interest 
to spur output; population increases, but consumer goods do not. 


From a Bulletin of the United States Department of Labor 


Soviet workers’ hopes of getting ap- 
preciably more consumer goods, based 
on promises by former Premier Malen- 
kov in August 1953, appear doomed to 
frustration. Official 1955 Soviet budget 
figures clearly reflect the recently an- 
nounced policy of greater emphasis on 
heavy industry production. 

The 1955 budget doubled the 1954 
amount to be obtained from bond sales 
to the people. In 1954 the figure was 
15.9 billion rubles (about 4 billion dol- 
lars, at the official rate of exchange 
arbitrarily fixed by the Soviet Govern- 
ment.) The 1955 figure is 30.5 billion. 

In practical terms this means that the 
average worker will have about twice as 
much deducted from his earnings dur- 
ing the year, or about 3 to 4 weeks’ pay. 
(The Soviet planned bond issues, what- 
ever their size, are always over-sub- 
scribed.) Such high dedyctions for bond 
purchases were last enforced in 1952. 

When the bond purchase deductions 
were cut in half in 1953, individual 
Soviet workers were reported as saying 
this was one of the most helpful factors 
in improving their level of living, 

et bonds are not redeemable be- 
fore maturity, 20 years from date of 
purchase; they pay no interest, except 
in the form of graduated money 8 
in connection with the drawing and can- 
cellation of “lucky bonds” twice a year 
for 20 years. ° 

The 1955 budget allocation for in- 
creasing the production and distri on 
ef consumer goods dropped to about 76 
per cent of the 1954 figure: from 36.6 
billion rubles to 27.9 billion rubles. Thus 
the rate of growth of capital invest- 
ments in consumer goods production in 
the Soviet Union suffered a setback. 

This setback was necessary to main- 

n the regular annual growth of heavy 

ustry production. The planned > 
tal investment in the Soviet budget for 


1955 (109.3 billion rubles) is 7 billion 


rubles lower than the 1954 investment. 
This drop is just about equal to the tut 
in investment for consumer goods pro- 
duction. 

The rapid rate of Soviet industrial ex- 
pansion has been due to the policy of 
favoring the development of producers’ 


goods industries at the expense of con- 
sumers’ goods industries and services. 
The Soviet trade union daily Trud re- 
ported that in 1953 about 70 per cent of 
total industrial production was the pro- 
duction of producers’ goods—that is, 
goods to be used in the production of 
other goods (in 1940 the figure was 
about 60 per cent). 

At the end of 1954 all industrial pro- 
duction was 2.8 times that in 1940, but 
heavy industry production was 3.4 times. 
The Communist party position now is 
that the further development of heavy 
industry is indispensable for making the 
Soviet Union stronger, 

The Soviet population is reported to 
be increasing by about three million 
persons each year. A considerable an- 


nual inerease in consumer goods produc- , 


tion is necessary to maintain the popu, 
lation at its present low level of living, 

Former Premier Malenkov’s announce- 
ment in 1953 had encouraged the belief 
that the output of consumer goods would 
be stepped up faster than population 
would grow. The renewed stress on 
continued preferential investments in 
heavy industry appears to mean that 
this may not occur. Such devices as 
compulsory higher bond purchases will 
tend to keep in hand inflation due to 
shortages of consumer goods. 

There may be a number of other re- 
pereyssions from the new emphasis on 
heavy industry production on workers 
that will bear watching. A considerable 
portion of the urban labor force, par- 
ticularly office workers and new young 
workers, will continue to be transferred 
to heavy industry and agriculture. 


Aetually, in 1954 alone, about a mil- 
lion persons were shifted or directed to 
machine and tractor stations and state 
farms. Over 100,000 young men and 
women were sent to the steppes to de- 
velop virgin soil or reclaim waste lands, 
under the most primitive conditions. In- 
dustrial workers will be further pushed 
to increase their output. 

In view of these heavy demands on 
workers, one may expect Soviet labor 
discipline laws, whose penal sanctions 


“were apparently relaxed during the past 


three years, again to come into force.

totally unfit to rectify, ! 


Although Dr. Ritter eulogizes Darwin 
to a large extent, he includes mention 
of the great naturalist’s frank dislike 
for matters in the realm of meta cs 
and doesn’t hesitate to suggest that an 
early Greek naturalist, by the nanie of 
Aristotle, might have advanced ‘the 
limits of human knowledge further if 
Darwin’s factual material had: been 
available to him. But Darwin did have 
a distinct notion of man’s moral ebliga- 
tion to man, though he failed to develop 
it clearly in his rigorously seientific 
writings. Dr. Ritter supports this con- 
tention with excerpts from Darwin's 
diary and correspondence his 
views on human slavery during the 
American Civil War, and earlier, dur- 
ing the cruise of the “Beagle.” 

The conclusion Dr. Ritter reached is 
that Darwin was convinced that the 
moral man is produced by natural forces 
just as is everything else in nature, and 
that religious feeling is also a product 
of natural selection and an inhetent 
part of that man. The papers selected 
for this book were gathered and’ in- 
dexed by Dr. Ritter’s collaborator, Bdna 
Watson Bailey. They make a 
reading, and cover many ‘of 
science and the humanities itu fhi- 
nating the work of Darwin.

Crude But Prized Tackle. 


The use of a bent pin as a'| 


hook was a myth of the poets 
and the romancers.

The 
cork might even be a section of 
last-year’s cornstalk, gleaned 
from a nearby field by the 
youthful adventurers, and the 
pole could be cut from a straight 
willow or ‘cottonwood which 
grew on the shores of the 
chosen fishing waters.

By education, they asserted, 
they “expect to see the nation’s 
epilepsy laws rewritten in line 
with the advance of medicine.” 

The addresses last night were 
the first efforts by the two men 
to get state laws reconciled with 
“modern medical advances,” 
they said. They plan to “carry 
the story of the new approach to 
epilepsy” to all states, they said. 
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Dr. Fabing said epilepsy is not 
a disease, but a symptom of an 
ailment which could be a tumor 
or a head injury. He said about | 
1 per cent of the population is | 
afflicted with epilepsy, and 80 
per cent of those affected have 
seizures controlled by new medi- 
cations. 

There is no evidence that epi- 
leptics have a higher accident 
rate than non-epileptics, Barrow 
declared. He said an insurance 
company in Wisconsin has taken 
epileptics as risks at 5 per cent 
above standard costs. From an 
employment point of view, he

Even assuming that 
the first Soviet satellite missile 
lacked a practicai military appli- 
cation, it would represent a 
great first step into an unknow- 
able future.

“Both kinds,” Wilson replied.

As for a Moscow assertion 
that “two or three” Russian 
H-bombs could wipe out Great 
Britain, the Secretary said: 

“I do not think that is quite 
an accurate statement, but the 
number required is not as im- 
portant as what would happen 
to them if they did try it. I per- 
sonally do not believe they are 
nearly as far along as our own 
country is. Sooner or later they 
will be, but up to now they have 
had no nuclear explosions of the 
magnitude as we know it.”

To Cornmeal 
By Edith M. Barber 


SOUTHERN friend asked 

me the other day why most 

corn griddie cakes use 
flour as an j fent. “Down 
South,” she said, “we just use 
the corn meal.” 

With the standard corn meal 
that most of us use, the cakes 
bake more easily if flour is com- 
bined with it. If the fine meal 
known as water - ground or 
stone-ground is used, it ig not 
necessary to add flour. Perhaps 
I should mention that not all 
the southern meal is finely 
ground. In which case, you may 
need a little flour. 

Either baking powder and 
sweet milk or soda and butter- 
milk may be used as leavening. 
I like to use a comparatively 
large amount of shortening in 
the batter. Then it will not be 
necessary to grease the griddle 
and smoking will be avoided. 

Among the many pieces of 
small electrical equipment that

Heredity of Diseases 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


OME common diseases tend to run in families. Your 
knowing this can help you be more alert in protecting 
your own health. 

Even though a disease tends to occur more often in 
blood relatives, this does not mean you are doomed to have 
the same diseases as your father or mother or brothers and 
sisters. It simply means that you are a little more likely 
to have certain diseases if your blood relatives have them 
than if they did not. 

The knowledge about heredity of diseases is based on 
careful statistical studies of large numbers of policyholders 
of large life insurance companies. It is based upon the 
records in large clinics over many years. 

Remember, though, that this information should simply 
make you a little more alert toward the possibility of having 
such a disease. It should not discourage you with the feel- 
ing that you will certainly have the disease.

DIABETES TENDS to occur in blood relatives. You 
are more likely to have it if one parent or other close blood - 
relative had it. 

Heart and circulatory diseases seem to run in certain 
families. For instance, 15,000 insured persons reported two 
or more close relatives with heart or artery disease before 
the age of 60. The policyholders with such family histories 
were themselves healthy when they took out their insur- 
ance. However, 40 per cent more developed diseases of the 
heart and arteries than would normally be expected. 

Another study of life insurance policyholders showed 
that overweight or increased blood pressure among the 
policyholders with family histories of heart disease is par- 
ticularly important. 

If your blood relatives had heart or artery disease, it’s 
more dangerous for you to become overweight. This also 
applies to diabetes in the family. 

Rheumatic fever and rheumatic heart disease seems to 
show up in relatives oftener than in other people. This is 
based on the work of Dr. May Wilson and her associates in 
New York City.

DISEASES OF the coronary arteries of the heart tend 
to run in families. If your brother has a heart attack from 
coronary artery disease, then you are slightly more likely to 
have or develop coronary artery disease yourself. ‘ 

Sometimes the disease of these arteries nourishing the 
heart shows up in sons before it shows up in the parents. 
The parents of a group of young patients suffering from 
coronary heart disease had considerably more coronary heart 
disease later themselves than did parents having healthy 
children. 

Other diseases that show definite inheritance include: 
allergy (asthma and hay fever), cataract, deafness from 
otosclerosis (often treatable by surgery), nerve deafness, 
mental deficiency (also due to other causes), one kind of 
muscular dystrophy, and polycystic kidneys (only one in 10 
shows symptoms).
